Ronald Wright leaves his mark on county during 
four terms as Casey County Judge-Executive

When he awoke at home on Mon¬ 
day morning, Ronald Wright did what 
he hasn’t done for the past 16 years, he 
stayed at home. 

“I’m not doing a whole lot yet — it’s 
too cold,” Wright said, laughing. 

Normally in his office at the Court¬ 
house around 7 a.m., Wright retired as 
Casey County Judge-Executive when 
he chose not to mn for re-election in 
last November’s general election. 

Wright, soft spoken and often self- 
effacing, racked up an impressive list 
of accomplishments for Casey County 
residents during his four terms in of¬ 
fice. 

A partial list of new buildings in¬ 
cludes the Casey County Detention 
Center, Casey County Judicial Cen¬ 
ter, the Central Kentucky AG/EXPO 
Center, two new college buildings, 
Casey County Hospital, East Casey 
County Water District offices, Senior 
Adult Center, Gateway Park conces¬ 
sion stand and renovation, and the 
Lake Cumberland Head Start facility, 
among others. 

However, Wright is quick to point 
out that these buildings serve all Casey 
Countians and it was always a team 
effort working with fiscal court mag¬ 
istrates, city officials, as well as state 
and federal lawmakers to bring these 
to fruition. 

“I’ve had a lot of support from the 


county as a whole. We worked well 
with Sen. Vernie McGaha, Jimmy 
Higdon, and Terry Mills to get money 
for many of these projects,” Wright 
said. McGaha and Mills formerly 
represented Casey County in the state 
house while Higdon is a state senator 
currently representing Casey County. 

A fiscal conservative, Wright said 
that he wanted to mn the county and 


handle its finances the way he did 
when he was in business, first at Wright 
Implement, and as owner of A&D Su¬ 
permarket and Wright Tire Center. 

One burden on the county’s general 
fund when Wright took office in 1998 
was the amount of money paid annu¬ 
ally to other counties to house Casey

When Tonya Hame parked her car

After getting out of the car, Hame 
said she looked back toward Radio Lib¬ 
erty and saw a man walking toward her 
and then duck into the alley when he 
realized she’d seen him. 

“I had a feeling about him and I didn’t 
listen to my gut instinct,” she said. 

Surveillance video from the business 
shows that Hame was in the business 90 
seconds. When she came out about 3:15

p.m., her car was gone, along with her 
purse and wallet. 

“I said like 100 times T cannot be¬ 
lieve my car got stolen.’” 

After contacting E-911 dispatch, 
Casey County residents, who heard 
about the stolen vehicle on their scan¬ 


ners, immediately spread the word via 
Facebook. 

“I saw there was like 40 shares on 
Facebook,” Hame said, meaning Fa¬ 
cebook friends on the popular social

Flu cases 
continue 
to rise

The flu is sweeping across the 
U.S., according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
which also stated the illness now 
accounts for six deaths in Kentucky 
alone and 15 total across the nation. 

One difficulty presented by this 
year’s flu season is the fact that the 
type-A influenza, the H3N1 strain, 
has “drifted” from the flu shot de¬ 
veloped for this season. 

Despite this alteration in flu 
strain, the CDC is still adamantly 
recommending that everyone get a 
flu vaccine because it can still offer 
much-needed protection. The flu 
vaccine will also still protect against 
influenza strains that have not drift¬ 
ed, such as HINI and B viruses. 

Also adding to the already diffi¬ 
cult flu season is the fact that it came 
a bit earlier than usual this year. 

Amy Tomlinson, Public Health 
Preparedness Manager of the Lake 
Cumberland District Health Depart¬ 
ment, said the flu is definitely wide¬ 
spread in the state. 

“I think it hit a little earlier this 
year,” Tomlinson said. “We’re see¬ 
ing more cases earlier in the season 
and it’s been going hard since early 
December. Some seasons have two 
peaks.” 

Like the CDC, Tomlinson recom¬ 
mends that everyone get the flu vac¬ 
cination, if not for your own health, 
then the health of those around you. 

The flu can be incredibly danger¬ 
ous for younger children, as well as 
the elderly, and caregivers should

Charter 
schools 
unlikely in 
Casey Co. 

Editors Note: This is the final 
story in a four-part series which 
examined right to work, charter 
schools and the prevailing wage 
questions Rep. Mike Harmon is 
asking residents in a legislative 
questionnaire.

What is a charter school and is 
it a school model that’s needed in 
Casey County and across Ken¬ 
tucky? 

That issue arises from a question 
that Rep. Mike Harmon, R- Dan¬ 
ville, who represents Casey and 
Boyle counties in the state legis¬ 
lature, asked residents of Casey 
County to answer. 

“Should charter schools and/or 
school choice be allowed to come 
to Kentucky?” the poll stated. 

A charter school is basically a 
public school that’s started by a 
group of people who want to of¬ 
fer alternatives in education to a 
traditional public school district. It 
also is eligible for state ftmding, the 
same as schools in a public school 
district receive now. 

Harmon answered his question 
by expressing his support for school 
choice. 

“I think charter schools would be 
beneficial. Forty-two other states 
have some type of school choice,” 
he said. 

Calling it “another avenue for 
public education,” Harmon said 
that charter schools don’t have the 
constraints that are placed on the 
current educational system such as 
rigorous mandated testing. 

“We’ve had so many mandates 
unfortunately we’ve made it dif-

New fiscal 
court gaveled 
into session

With the retirement of 
Casey County Judge-Exec¬ 
utive Ronald Wright after 
a 16-year run, new Judge- 
Executive Randy Dial took 
the bench on Monday in his 
first fiscal court meeting. 

Also new at the meet¬ 
ing were magistrates Bart 
Wood rum and Robby Mur¬ 
phy, beginning their first 
terms on the court. Incum¬ 
bents Jamey Maupin and 
Kenny Morgan, who were 
re-elected in November, 
rounded out the court. 

What hasn’t changed 
from Wright’s long tenure 
was the length of the meet¬ 
ing — about 10 minutes. 

Magistrates accepted a 
bid of $265,000 from Horn- 
back Construction Com¬ 
pany to replace a bridge on 
Fishing Creek Road. 

Dial said after the meet¬ 
ing that $249,600 will come 
from the Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet with the 
rest of the cost being picked 
up by the county. 

“Our out-of-pocket 
expenses will be about 
$ 15,400 plus materi¬ 
als,” Dial said, adding the 
county will be responsible 
for blacktopping both ap¬ 


proaches to the bridge. 

Work is scheduled to be¬ 
gin on Jan. 12 and should 
take about a month to com¬ 
plete, he said. 

In other business, magis¬ 
trates: 

■ Approved an autho¬ 
rization of up to $500 on 
purchase orders by Deputy 
Judge Judy Allen, County 
Treasurer Debra Vaughn, 
and Melissa Richards, in 
the road department. State 
law allows Dial to make 
purchases up to $20,000 
with magistrate’s approval. 

■ Approved county em¬ 
ployees’ annual salaries 
and paying utility bills. 

■ Set a regular meeting 
time of the first and third 
Mondays of each month at 
5 p.m. upstairs in the old 
Courthouse. 

■ Accepted a bid from 
Don Franklin for $29,445 
for a three-quarter ton 
pickup truck for the road 
department. 

■ Approved Sheriff Jer¬ 
ry Coffman’s budget for 
FY 2015. Receipts were 
shown as $556,327.32, 
with disbursements of 
$553,308.65, leaving a bal¬ 
ance of $3,018.67. 

■ Appointed Vaughn as 
the FEMA applicant agent.

keep that in mind before decid¬ 
ing to opt out of the vaccine. 

“That middle generation is 
usually the caregivers, so it’s 
very important that they get 
the vaccine because it helps to 
cover the broadest area,” Tom¬ 


linson said. 

Now that students and 
teachers are back in class and 
local residents are back at 
work, the chance of another 
rise is veiy possible. 

That is why Tomlinson is 
encouraging everyone who 
hasn’t yet, to get vaccinated 


and to practice preventative, 
precautionary measures, such 
as washing your hands often 
with soap and water and cov¬ 
ering your nose and mouth 
with a tissue when coughing 
or sneezing. 

The CDC suggests disin¬ 
fecting any possibly infected 


surfaces or objects, and ad¬ 
vises to avoid touching your 
eyes, nose, and mouth. Those 
who have fallen ill should lim¬ 
it their contact with others.

ficult for our teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators,” he said. 

However, V. Wayne Young, 
executive director of the Ken¬ 
tucky Association of School 
Administrators in Frankfort, 
said that if schools are strug¬ 
gling, setting up “a parallel 
system” isn’t going to fix low 
performing schools. 

“We hear the argument in 
support of this that what you 
can do is free up the schools 
from all this excessive regula¬ 


tion that hamstrings them and 
holds them back. But that begs 
a larger question. If in fact it’s 
extreme regulations and that 
excessive intrusion that holds 
us back, let’s get rid of that. 
Let’s not change the kind of 
schools we have,” Young said. 

In addition, Young said that 
results produced in more than 
40 states where charter school 
legislation has been adopted is 
far from one dimensional. 

“In a nutshell, what we’ve 
seen around the country is a 


mixed bag, everything from 
really high performing, exem- 
plaiy charter schools, to char¬ 
ter schools where people have 
been hauled out in handcuffs 
and stolen money and kids 
haven’t done anything aca¬ 
demically, and, everything in 
between,” he said. “Our con¬ 
clusion from that is it’s not a 
magic bullet,” Young said. 

Casey County School Su¬ 
perintendent Marion Sowders 
agrees that charter schools 
aren’t needed, especially in 


Casey County. 

“Casey County is ranked 
in the top 11th percentile in 
the state and we’re a high per¬ 
forming district with lots of ex¬ 
tra curricular activities. This is 
a big city issue. I can’t ever see 
this being an issue in smaller 
rural districts,” he said. 

Currently, there is no legis¬ 
lation in Kentucky permitting 
charter schools and no bill 
seeking to establish them is 
expected to come before law¬ 
makers this year, Young said.

media site posted the news on 
their Facebook page. And it 
paid off. 

A short time later, Zach¬ 
ary Cook, the man who’s been 
charged with stealing Hame’s 
2004 Buick LeSabre, entered 
Penny’s Place convenience 
store on Ky. 1547. 

Brook Curry, who was 
working in the store, had just 
seen the post on Facebook and 
recognized the car. 

“I had just seen someone 
post about the stolen car just 
minutes before he walked in 
the store. Called the cops as 
soon as I saw the license plate 
and remembered him from 


high school so I gave them his 
name too,” Curry posted on 
Facebook. 

Lt. Ronnie Smith said that 
he and Deputy Freeman Lut- 
trell encountered Cook on 
1547 and tried to stop him, 
with Smith pulling his cmiser 
across the roadway. 

“I thought he was going to 
hit my car but somehow he got 
around me,” Smith said. 

Smith and Luttrell gave 
chase to Ky. 70 and then to 
U.S. 127 where Cook turned 
on Faulkner Drive on Walnut 
Hill and wound his way back 
into the fields. 

Sheriff Jerry Coffman, 
Deputy Chad G. Weddle, and 


Officer Doug Tarter joined the 
chase, eventually stopping the 
car. 

Both Weddle’s and Smith’s 
cruisers were damaged from 
driving on the rough off-roads, 
Chief Steven Garrett con¬ 
firmed on Tuesday morning. 

Cook, 24, of 54 Rudy 
Lane in Columbia, has been 
charged with theft by unlaw¬ 
ful taking auto, $500 or more 
but less than $10,000, theft by 
unlawful taking under $500, 
first-degree fleeing or evad¬ 
ing police in a motor vehicle, 
third offense DUI, first offense 
driving on a DUI suspended 
license, speeding, improper 
passing, and no operator’s li¬ 


cense, court records state. 

Garrett said that if anyone 
was mn off the road by Cook 
on Monday afternoon, they 
are encouraged to contact the 
Liberty Police Department. 
Additional charges against the 
Adair County man are pend¬ 
ing. 

Cook is housed in the Casey 
County Detention Center un¬ 
der a $10,000 cash bond.

County’s prisoners. 

“When I took over, the 
jail was costing the county 
$434,000 a year out of the gen¬ 
eral fund, the jail was closed 
and we paid this to house 
our prisoners and to trans¬ 
port them out of the county,” 
Wright said. “We saw right 
away that we had to do some¬ 
thing so we committed right 


away to build the jail, and that 
has saved the county at least 
$500,000 a year, allowing us 
to use that money for the Ag 
Center, Gateway Park, and 
some of the roads.” 

The Casey County Deten¬ 
tion Center was dedicated in 
early 2002 and is totally self- 
sufficient financially. In addi¬ 
tion, once the judicial center is 
debt free in 2021, Wright said 


that the estimated $300,000 or 
so income from the rent will 
also be a boon to the county. 

Wright said that he’s also 
proud of the Senior Adult 
Center that was built on Bel- 
don Avenue in 2003. 

“Our seniors didn’t have 
anywhere to go. They’ve paid 
their taxes and worked here a 
long time. It was time we did 
something for them.” 


Two crown jewels that 
Wright was involved in was 
the building of the Ag Center 
in 2005 and two colleges, the 
first on North U.S. 127, and 
the second under construction 
in downtown Liberty. 

Still, for Wright, it’s not 
about how many buildings 
were built or plaques on those 
buildings with his name in¬ 
scribed therein. 


“My one promise when I 
ran for office was to leave the 
county in better shape than 
I found it. I believe I can say 
that,” he said. 

Along with his wife Pau¬ 
line, Wright has two grown 
children, Brian, and Tracie 
Wright Hoskins, and five 
grandchildren. Also, his 96 
year-old mother, Linnie, is an 
active part of his life. 


As for the future, Wright, 
at 64, said that he has worked 
since he was in grade school 
and won’t just graduate to a 
rocking chair now that he’s no 
longer judge. 

“I’m going to take it easy 
for a couple of months and see 
how it plays out. I still have my 
farm and cattle, and dozer,” he 
said. “I don’t want to jump 
into anything too hastily.”

65-54. 

“We played four quarters in 
this game and that was the dif¬ 
ference from the Rockcastle 
game,” Claunch said.

throw line. 

Three Casey players scored 
in double digits, following the 
lead of senior Christin Terry, 
who put up 18 points and 8 re¬ 
bounds.

Watching the Casey County 
team put four quarters together 
was a pleasure, Claunch said. 

“They went out and played 
basketball with the confidence

Building on this confidence 
and effort and continuing to 
improve defensively is what 
Claunch said the girls will be 
focusing on as they move on 
to their next game.
